AN ORDINANCE 
To dissolve the Union between the State of Alabama and other 


States united under.the compact styled ** The Consti 
tution of the United States of America.” ` 


WHEREAS, the election, of Abraham Lincoln and Han- 
nibal Hamlin to the offices of President and Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States of America, by a sectional 
party, avowedly hostile to the domestic institutions and 
to the peace and security of the people of the State of 
Alabama, preceded by many and dangerous infractions of 


the Constitution of the United: States by many of the _ 


States and people of.the Northern section, is a political 
wrong of so insulting and menacing a character as to 
justify the people of the State of Alabama in the adop- 


tion of prompt and decided. measures for their. future ` 


peace and security; therefore, | 
- Be it declared and ordained by the people of the State of 
Alabama, in Convention assembled, That the State of Ala- 
bama now withdraws, and is hereby withdrawn from the 
Union known as “the United States of America,” and 
henceforth ceases to be one of said United States, and 
is, and of right ought to be a SOVEREIGN and INDE- 
PENDENT STATE. : 


Sec. 2. Be it further declared and ordained by the people оў ` 


the State of. Alabama in Convention assembled, That all the 
powers over the Territory of said State, and over the peo- 
ple thereof, heretofore delegated to the Government of the 
United States of America, be and they are hereby with- 
drawn from said Government, and. are hereby resumed 
and vested in the people of the State of Alabama. 

' And as it is the desire and purpose of the people of 
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Alabama to meet the slaveholding States of the South, | 
who may approve such purpose, in order to frame 4 pro- 
visional as well as permanent Government upon the 
. principles of the Constitution of the United States, 

Be it resolved by the people of Alabama іп Convention as- 
sembled, That the people of the States of Delaware, Ma- 
ryland, Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Flori- 

- da, Georgia, Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas, 
Tennessee, Kentucky, and Missouri, be and are hereby 
invited to meet the people of the -State of Alabama, by 
their Delegates, in Convention, on the 4th day of Feb- 
ruary, A. D. 1861, at the city of Montgomery, in the 
State of Alabama, for the purpose of consulting with 
each other as to the most effectual mode of securing con- 
certed and harmonious action in whatever measures may 
be deemed most desirable for our common peace and 
security. —. i 

And be it further resolved, That the President of this 

Convention, be and he is hereby instructed to transmit 
forthwith a copy of the foregoing Preamble,.Ordinance, 
and Resolutions to the Governors of the several States 
named in said resolutions.

the United States of America, shall continue a citizen 
of this State, unless a foreign residence shall be estab- 
lished by such person with the intention of expatria- 
tion. . | i | "n

aforesaid, may be born within the territory of this State, 
or may be born outside of that territory, of a father or 
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mother who then was а citizen of this State, shall bea

Sro. 8. "So, also, every person who, by birth or na- 
 turalizatioh, was a citizen of the United States of Amer- 


ica, or of any slaveholding State of North America, and 
who, within twelve months after the 8ate of the. Ordi- 
nance of Secession, shall come to reside in this State, 
with the intention of becoming a citizen thereof. But 
if such person was born ір а foreign State or country, or 
in a non-slaveholding State, he or she shall take the oath 
of allegiance to this State below provided. |

furnish satisfactory ry evidence of good character, and who > 


shall be engaged in the actual-service, military or naval, 
of the State, ‘and shall take an oath of his intention to 
continue in such service for at least six months, and who

orably, and also the oath of allegiance below prescribed. 


In this ease; the oaths shall be administered by some 


commissioned officer-of the service in which the appli- 
cant for citizenship may be engaged, superior in rank to 
the applicant, but not ‘of lower rank than Colonel, and 
a citizen of -Alabama ; and thereupon, certificate: of the 


citizenship of the applicant shall be signed by the offi- 
cer and delivered to the applicant, and must be recorded | 


in some court of record in this State. 


Әне. 5. In all-cases the citizenship of-a man. shall 
extend to his wife, present or future, whenever she shall 
have а residencé in the State, and shall extend also to 
each of his children, who, under the age of twenty-one 
years, may havea residence i in this State. In like manner, 


the citizenship of a woman shall extend to each of her chil- 
dren who, under the age of twenty-one years, may have a, _ 


residence in the State: Provided, That in no case shall citi- 
zenship extend to any person who.is not a free white 
person, except those. provided for in Шы section of 
this ordinance.
